Thispublication fs the first regular report of the-f^wly funded W I CHE Project 
on Expanding Regional Cooperation in Graduate ^nd Professional Education. 
Information on this report about approvals., terminations, and adjustments in \ v 
doctoraV programs from July .1 , 1974^ to June 30, 1977- was^ compiled from a sur- 
vey of State Higher Education Executive Officers in the thirteen Western -states 
completed'in December 1977. For program changes between July 1, 1974 and 
December ^13, 1976, only the program titles and 'HEGIS Cotles were requested: -For 
programs, undergoing changes after January T, ]9jii data concerning location, . 
description, enrolltnent, and degrees conferred 'were gathered, Similjir infor- 
mation l^bout doctoral program changes will be collected each January and July' 
(covering the previous s>x month period)* so that current information can be 
made available regularly to educators in the Wli;^!^ region. Future surveys and 
reports will include information on in-process progrelm -review activities (both- 
approvals and terminations). , , * , 

This report presents information and data provided by the State Higher Education 
Agencies with no attempt at analysis or conclusions. Jt should be noted that 
tjie ratio of approved doctoral programs to terminated ftroarams in th.e West »ijs . 
approximately 3:4 to 1 (from this^survey for 1974. to 1977) as compared^ to the 
nati-Qoal ratio* of 5.9 to r(for 1971 to 1976). Other thah this observation 
no clear patterns of changes in doctoral, programs are evident from the summary * 
table. , ^ ' * ' 

Additior\al services' bf this projecto'nclude: (1) the'ad hoc collection^ 
of specific program status information in response to requests from State 
Higher Education /^gencies, and (2) the planned publication of an Inventory 
of Doctoral Programs in the thirteen western states.
